CORN  GOES  TO  WAR   excerpts  from  radio  address  by  War  Food  Administra- 

tor   Jones  on  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour, Jan.  19: 
"Last  year  ....  the  farmers  of  America  harvested  3  billion  bushels  of  corn. 

"They  turnea  that  corn  into  thousands  of  tons  of  lard,  into  butter  ana  bacon 
ana  ham.    They  turned  that  corn  into  aried  eggs  ana  driea  milk  and  cheese,  and 
they  turned  it  into  leather  for  shoes.    They  turned  that  corn  into  nitro-starch 
for  explosives,   into  aahesives  for  making  ammunition  containero,  into  starch  for 
textiles  ana  paper  proaucts;  they  turned  it  into  special  moulas  for  castings  for 
airplane  engines  ana  into  fibrous  glass  cloth  for  bomber  brake  linings. 

"For  foou  fi£,hts  for  freedom,  ana  corn  is  the  spearhead  of  the  attack.  ... 

"Now,  3  billion  bushels  of  corn,  like  10  million  men  in  the  armed  forces,  is 
a  mobilization  tiiat  aeserves  most  earnest  and  thoughtful  attention.    Neither  must 
be  mismanaged,             With  corn  accounting  for  something  more  than  two-thiras  of 
all  our  feed  grains  and  at  least  half  of  all  our  concentrate  feeds,  it  is  a  war 
material  of  utmost  importance   ,  ••- 

"The  problem  now  —  as  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  —  is  to  make  ovoc 
livestock  pattern  fit  our  feed  cloth  ."  ....
